Plant  in  good  soil  and  maintain  the  fertility  with  manure  or 
commercial  fertilizers.  Apply  these  to  the  top  of  the  ground  over 
the  feeding  roots.

When  planted  for  grain  the  yield  is 
20  to  30  bushels  per  acre  and  if  taken  for  feed  the  crop  value  is  $40.00  to  $50.00  per  acre;  besides,  it  is  a 
legume  and  it  is  building  up  the  soil  just  the  same  as  clover  and  Alfalfa.  It  is  also  planted  with  com,  using 
three  or  four  beans  to  each  hill  and  put  in  the  silo  with  the  com,  or  hogged  down  with  wonderful  results.
